Here’s an answer: “The Housing Appeals 
Committee isn’t there to push affordable 
housing down any community’s throat,” said 
Beth Bresnahan, spokeswoman for the state 
Housing Appeals Committee. She charac- 
terized the committee as a mediator between 
towns and developers, and she called the 
assumption that it always rules in favor of 
developers “a large misconception.”

TV ad tells that Columbo yogurt started here; family still in town 


Bob Colombosian and his wife, Alice, have seen Bob’s family yogurt 
company, Colombo, grow by leaps and bounds. Colombo’s latest commercial, 
starring Bob Colombosian, features an “Entering Andover” street sign and has 
the town talking. The couple still live in town, and Colombosian’s Andover con- 
temporaries remember visiting his family’s farm and trying the yogurt before it 
was ever sold in stores.

Bob Colombosian goes by more 
than one name. “Colombosian or 
Colombo — whatever,” he says. “It 
depends who I’ m talking to.” 

Those who know the Argilla Road 
resident know that the name Colombo 
is not just a nickname or a whim. It rep- 
resents the whole history behind 
Colombo Yogurt, a major yogurt dis- 
tributor in New England. And it all 
began here in Andover, as is revealed in 
Colombo’s latest advertising kick — a 
TV commercial starring Bob Colom- 
bosian. 

“It started on a kitchen stove. There 
was a farm, a barn, a couple of cows,” 
says Colombosian, gesturing across his 
backyard to a white house next door 
That’s where his parents, Rose and 
Sarkis Colombosian, started the first 
Colombo Yogurt plant in 1929. 

The Colombosians came to Massa- 
chusetts in the 1920s from Armenia, 
the “old country,” where yogurt is a sta- 
ple food in Middle Eastern cuisine. 

“They had a lot of milk and they did- 
n't know what to do with it,” says wife 
Alice Colombosian. “That’s how it all 
started.” 

“We had to make a living.” her hus

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Heat wave floated by 
without major incident 


Andover residents handled well 
the stifling heat and high tempera- 
tures last week, says Fire Chief 
Chuck Murnane. 

The town saw consecutive days 
of temperatures well above 90 
degrees, accompanied by poor air- 
quality readings and high humidi- 
ty. (For a related story on 
Andover’s air quality, see page 7.) 
Those conditions can pose threats 
to children and elderly people, 
who are easily dehydrated, says 
Deputy Richard Hartman. 

“Generally the heat (also) puts 
extra stress on people with chron- 
ic illnesses, whether respiratory or 
not,” says Hartman. 

Only six heat-related emergen- 
cies were reported Thursday - 
none of them serious — and the 
rest of the week did not call for 
any unusual efforts, says Mur- 
nane. He lauds residents, especial- 
ly the elderly, for taking the heat 
warnings seriously. 

“The elderly know how to sit 
down and take it easy,” he says.

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Teachers’ kids can go to school here free 
New rule is in line with state Education Reform Act

What’s six more students for a 
system with close to 6,000? 

The School Committee Mon- 
day night amended the teachers’ 
contract to allow children of 
teachers who live out of town to 
attend Andover schools for free. 

A long-standing provision pre- 
viously stated that such teachers 
must pay one-quarter tuition, or 
one quarter of the system’s aver- 
age per-pupil expenditure, for 
their children to go here. It also 
said that the district could turn a 
child away if the cost of educating 
him or her would exceed the per- 
pupil expenditure. According to 
Superintendent Claudia Bach, 
these conditions violate the 1993 
Education Reform Act, which 
states that no student shall have to 
pay to attend public school; it also 
prohibits discrimination against 
students with special needs, who 
are implicitly affected by the per- 
pupil cost restriction. 

Bach said that the conflict was 
overlooked the last time a teach- 
ers’ contract was drawn up, in 
1997. 

“Few teachers take advantage 
of the benefit,” said Bach, adding 
that in Andover schools now, there 
are Only about 10 children of 


teachers who live out of town, and 
six placements have been request- 
ed for this coming year. 

Bach said that she can and 
does, however, turn such students 
away if their addition would bump 
the size of a classroom over the 
limit, forcing the school to hire an 
additional teacher. When space is 
limited in that way, students will 
be chosen by lottery from among 
those who are applying, according 
to the policy revision. 

Committee member Gerald 
Gustus accepted the idea with 
some reluctance, saying that the 
committee had rejected school 
choice in the past, so why, he 
asked, should it create “haves and 
have-nots” among teachers with 
children. 

Committee member and retired 
Andover High School social stud- 
ies teacher Dick Collins called the 
policy “tremendous for morale,” 
saying that in a time of teacher 
shortages, it is one more benefit 
the system can offer to prospective 
hires. 

Committee Chairman Eric 
Nadworny also pointed out that it 
is an incentive for those teachers 
to stay in the system until their 
children graduate. The amend- 
ment was passed unanimously.

standing on Elm Street near Mer- 
rimack College below an “Enter- 


ing Andover” sign. He tells a brief 


story of his Armenian mother and 
the history of the business. 

Colombosian and his younger 
brother John were fully invested in 
the company by the time they 
were teenagers, processing milk 
and driving a pick-up truck full of 
glass-bottled yogurt down to New 
Jersey, where there was a high 
population of Armenians and a 
market for yogurt. They sold Syr- 
ian and braided cheese as well. 

It took years for yogurt to catch 
on in New England, Colombosian 
says. But when it finally did, he 
decided a name change was neces- 
sary. “A lot of people couldn’t say 
Colombosian,” he says. Hence the 
shortened version. 

In 1971 the Colombosians 
moved the plant to Pelham Street 
in Methuen,where the facility still 
stands today. A book on 
Andover’s history says that town 
officials would not let Colom- 
bosian expand the plant on Argilla 
Road, and Colombosian was not 
interested in an available parcel in 
Ballardvale. Officials finally told 
Colombosian to simply leave 
town if he wanted to expand, 
according to Andover: A Century 
of Change. 

The move to Methuen proved 
to be a positive one. “In 1970, 
sales were at $250,000,” says 
Colombosian. “In 1971, they 
jumped to $1 million. And it kept 
doubling after that.” 

Colombo Yogurt Co. sold its 
product to Hood and Sealtest at

the time. It began adding fruit on 
the bottom — after competitor 
Dannon had already done it in the 
New York market — and experi- 
menting with different flavors like 
coffee and vanilla. And the secret 
recipe — well, that’s the thing, says 
Colombosian. There really is no 
secret. 

“Every ethnic (Armenian) per- 
son knows how to make it,” he 
says of the milk-based recipe. “It 
is simple, but you have to follow 
the instructions to the T.” 

Colombosian retired and sold 
to the French company Bongrain 
in the early °90s. That company in 
turn sold to General Mills a few 
years later. General Mills recently 
began producing the yogurt in a 
cup with a punch-out plastic 
spoon in the cover — something 
Colombosian can’t take credit far, 
but wishes he could. “I thought 


that was the greatest thing ever!” 
he says. “What — are you going to 
eat it with your fingers?” 

A few months ago, General 
Mills recruited the retired Colom- 
bosian to introduce himself to 
consumers as the Colombo creator 
in a TV advertisement. “I said, 
‘Tm all for it, ” he says. “I have 
nothing else to do.” He doesn’t get 
free yogurt delivered to his 


doorstep from the deal, however. 


“They give me coupons,” he says. 
Colombosian can’t help but be 
proud of the company his family 
created.

How the process works 


A developer whose comprehen- 
sive permit application is rejected 
by the town, or accepted with bur- 
densome conditions, has recourse 
to the state HAC in the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community 
Development. HAC has the 
authority to sustain or overrule 
local decisions, 

Under the state’s Chapter 40B 
Comprehensive Permit Law, 
passed in 1969 to encourage the 
development of much-needed 
affordable housing, a proposed 


housing project can be exempted 
from local zoning restrictions if at 
least 25 percent of its units are 
reserved at below-market rates for 
low- and moderate-income resi- 
dents. The project must also com- 
ply with state laws such as those 
regarding health, safety, and envi- 
ronmental issues. Comprehensive 
permit applications are evaluated 
by a town’s zoning board of 
appeals; the developer’s right to 
appeal the board’s decision is trig- 
gered only in towns where the pro- 
portion of affordable housing, as 
determined by the state, is less 
than 10 percent of all housing

One third of state’s West Nile birds 
found near Andover-Tewksbury border 


By Adam Groff 

More than one-third of the 58 
birds in the state that have tested 
positive for the West Nile virus so 
far this year have been found in 
Andover and Tewksbury, but 
health officials in the area say the 
risk to residents remains low. 

“It doesn’t pose an immediate 
threat, but it does call for increased 
awareness,” said Health Director 
Everett Penney at a press confer- 
ence Tuesday held in Tewksbury 
with Tewksbury Health Director 
Thomas Carbone and Northeast 
Mosquito Control District Super- 
intendent Walter Montgomery. 

So far this year nationwide, two 
people in Florida have been found 
with the virus, which can cause 
flulike symptoms that are poten- 
tially life-threatening to the very 
young, the elderly and the ill. 
Fourteen people last year in New 
York and New Jersey caught the 
virus, and two died. 

As of Wednesday morning, 
seven dead birds from Andover 
and 13 in Tewksbury have tested 
positive for the virus, giving the 
two towns the first- and second- 


highest number of positive cases in 
the state. Health officials could 
only speculate about why this is, 
with Penney saying it may be 
because of the towns’ high report- 
ing rate — more than 100 dead 
birds have been reported so far in 
each town, versus one or two 
dozen or fewer in most towns. But 
it remains unclear whether those 
numbers are because the towns are 
more diligent or because there are 
in fact more birds dying. All the 
positive Andover birds were found 
within two miles of Haggetts 
Pond, five of them in the triangle 


south of Route 133 and west of 


Interstate 93, near Tewksbury. 

The good news, said the offi- 
cials, is that none of the 35,000 or 
so mosquitos tested in the state 
this year have been found with the 


virus; until they are, the risk of 


transmission to humans is consid- 
ered very low. Meanwhile, offi- 
cials are continuing to treat catch 
basins in the area with larvacide 
pellets. Penney said that ground 
spraying to kill adults will not be 
undertaken unless mosquitos are 
found with the virus, the state 


health department recommends it 

and town officials approve it. 
Health officials continue to urge 
residents to consider wearing 
insect repellent containing safe 
levels of DEET, and to empty 
sources of standing water on their

Now that the town is becoming embroiled in 

ittordable-housing discussions, there again has 


been rumbling from some quarters, warning 
people about what the state might do. The state, 
some say, 1S likely to approve any comprehen- 
sive permit that the town rejects. Statistics show 
this to be true. The state sides with towns in only 
|3 percent of all comprehensive permit appeals. 

But that doesn’t mean the town must pas- 
sively accept developments that officials see as 
clearly asking for too much. Not all affordable 
housing projects should be rejected, but the 
planning director, who advises the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, clearly feels that this one is 
inappropriate. One reason: it looks to put a 
dozen housing units on one acre of land in a 
single-family-dwelling area. 

Thus, the Zoning Board of Appeals decision 


to reject the current project is a positive one. If 


the developer appeals the decision to the state, 
and the state is overturns the decision, so be it. 
But at least local town officials will have acted 
in what seems to be the best interest of the 
majority of residents.

Summer is a time 
of infinite possibility. 

Kids build sand 
castles they truly 
believe will stand up 
to pounding ocean 
waves.

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Veterans salute Joe Horan, death-march survivor

Former prisoners of war Joe 
Horan and Joe Lovoi often met 
three time per week with fellow 
World War II veterans to drink 
coffee at McDonald’s, tell stories 
and remember. 

On Tuesday, the veterans gath- 
ered instead at Elm Green Veter- 
ans Memorial to remember. A cer- 
emony there marked the 56th 
anniversary of the Allies’ victory 
and the end of World War II — but 
this time, Lovoi did not have 


ve 
acer 
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Horan by his side. 

Horan, a former Andover resi- 
dent who spent three and a half 
years of his enlistment in the 
hands of the Japanese military, 
was buried two weeks ago at St. 
Augustine’s Cemetery. Now 
Lovoi is determined to keep 
spreading not only Horan’s mem- 
ory, but his message. 

“Today, you'd be speaking 
Japanese or German if it weren’t 
for my generation,” says Lovoi. 
“Everyone should have, No. 1 on

their agenda, the preservation of 
freedom, because we came that 
close to losing it.” 

Lovoi, a former Andover resi- 
dent who spent six months captive 
in Germany before the war’s end, 
considers telling Horan’s coura- 
geous stories to be a duty of honor. 

“What I’m saying is what Joe 
would be saying if he was sitting 
right here,” Lovoi says. “You want 
to know what it’s like to lose your 
freedom?” He taps a rough finger 
on a photocopied picture of

Horan. “Ask a POW.” 

Horan was captured in the 
Philippines in 1942 and became 
one of 10,000 Americans forced 
to walk 90 miles to a prison camp 
in what is known today as the 
Bataan Death March. Thousands 
of men, already weakened by 
sickness and lack of food from the 
fighting, died on the trip. If a man 
stopped walking, he was bayonet- 
ed, shot or beheaded. 

“One guy couldn’t walk, and 
Joe carried him for 17 of those 90 
miles on his back,” says Lovoi. “If 
he didn’t, (the man) would have 
been dead.” 

When the Americans arrived at 
the concentration camps, Horan 
was forced to watch the enemy 
abuse and torture the very men he 
was trained to care for as a medic. 
He also endured the beatings, star- 
vation and thirst himself, says 
Lovoi. 

“There was no food, no water. 
They received one cup of rice a 
day and deliberate torture,’ Lovoi 
says. “What he went through 
needs to be a reminder to genera- 
tions ahead of us that freedom 
came at a cost.” 

Lovoi himself wears a black 
POW/MIA cap everywhere he 


goes. “I wear it everyday. Some- 
times I wear it to bed. These are 
the kids who won the war for us,” 
he says. 

To help people remember, 
Horan led a crusade about 15 
years ago to name the Route 133 
bridge that runs over Interstate 93 
for the Bataan survivors. Now, 
Andover vets want to ask the state 
legislature to change the bridge’s 
name to the Joe Horan bridge, 
says Veterans Agent John Doher- 
ty. 

“He was our only Bataan Death 
March survivor,” he says. “He is 
also the person responsible for the 
bridge’s naming in the first place.” 

“T think it’s an honor,” agrees 
Lovoi. “Keeping his name where 
people will see it every day is 
important.” 

Andover vets were victorious 
in a similar attempt last spring, 
when the state agreed to name the 
Greenwood Road bridge for late 
veteran George Street III, US 
Navy Submarine Commander and 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
recipient. Vets are now asking the 
federal government to consider 
Street as a candidate for the nam- 
ing of a new land attack destroyer

low- and moderate-income hous- 
ing and complying with health and 
safety regulations. The law also 
provides for considerations of site 
design and open space, however. 
Of course, how a development 
stacks up against those criteria will 
depend on who is judging. The 
Andover Zoning Board of Appeals 
cited traffic, drainage and density 


concerns in its 5-0 vote on 
Zagarella’s plan last Thursday. 

“This board just didn’t feel that 
this project would gain Chapter 
40B acceptance,” said ZBA chair- 
man Dan Casper on Tuesday. 

“I feel that we’ve addressed 
every single issue they raised,” said 
Zagarella, who initially proposed 
16 units for the site when the ZBA 
hearing opened about six months 
ago. “We've done everything we 


possibly could do. My main feel- 
ing was to try to work with the 
town, but it didn’t seem like they 
wanted to work with us.” 

Zagarella said he felt the board 
was biased in favor of local resi- 
dents, who vigorously oppose the 
project. Casper, however, has 
described the ZBA as a “quasi- 
judicial” body, whose mission is to 
consider only the letter of Chapter 
40B in deciding cases. 


“We know what the law says, 
we're guided by that, and we hear 
cases in that context,” said Casper. 
Some residents at recent hearings 
have perceived the ZBA as favor- 
ing their point of view, while oth- 
ers in other cases have perceived it 
as favoring the developer. 

“They disapproved it, and that’s 
what we've been fighting for, and 
we're hopeful the HAC in Boston 
will go along with it,” said Mary 


Seman of Lovejoy Road about the 
decision. “Putting down that many 
townhouses on less than one acre 
of land is absolutely ridiculous.” 
The ZBA will soon resume 
hearings on the other comprehen- 
sive-permit applications currently 
before it: AvalonBay’s 136 apart- 
ments for River Road will be con- 
sidered on Aug. 27, and Hearth

else. 

“The Lawrence monitor isn’t 
all that representative of the Mer- 
rimack River Valley,” he says. 
Poor air quality is the result of 
smog, which mostly consists of 
ground-level ozone and is differ- 


ent from the layer of ozone that 
protects the earth from the sun’s 
ultra violet rays. The EPA mea- 
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sures smog through monitors 
placed throughout the country. 
The monitor used to measure the 
Merrimack Valley’s air quality is 
located near Lawrence General 
Hospital and Marston Street — 
right next to Interstate 495 and 
very close to local incinerators. 
That placement is not typical, 
says Conroy. Most monitors are 
placed in rural areas, far away 
from the pollutants and chemicals 
that collect near highways and 


supervisor in Lawrence. “When 
you get temperatures of 100 
degrees up and down the east 
coast, that’s a classic high-pollu- 
tion day. It’s something that will 
trigger asthma more. It will aggra- 
vate your lungs, no question.” 
Andover’s air, and the air 
throughout most of the Merrimack 
Valley, is closer to readings from 
Lynn or Newburyport — both com- 
munities that scored poorly in 
terms of air quality last week, 


incinerators. That’s because the 
chemicals that form ozone don’t 
become the corrosive gas until 
they’ve “cooked” in the summer 
sun, he says. By the time the gas 
has formed, it usually blows down 
wind, away from Lawrence — and 
into Andover and other Merri- 
mack Valley communities that lie 
in its path. 

“Tt may not be that the air qual- 
ity is better,” agrees Tom 
McGrath, an air monitoring lab 
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McGrath says. And for that mat- 
ter, he adds, even if Lawrence’s air 
is a little bit better than others, it’s 
still not that good. 

But no matter how bad the air 
was last week, most parents and 
kids at the rink Friday were more 
concerned with the uncomfortable 
temperatures. 

“T think about it a little, but he’s 
only going to be here an hour,” 
says Linda Traub, referring to her 
son. 

“We go more by the tempera- 
ture (than the air quality),” says 
roller-hockey coach Melissa 
Brickley. “The hotter it is, the less 
kids enjoy it. It’s so humid, it’s 
ridiculous.” 

“T just make sure he has plenty 
of liquids,” says Casey Leber of 
her son, Patrick, 8. “I load him up 
before he leaves and when he gets 
home again.” 

Other parents opted to keep 
their children at home for part of 
the week, said Gillis, who added 
that attendance was down for most 
of the week.

Liz Richter was in high school 
in Bethesda, Md., in the early 
1970s when 18-year-olds got the 
right to vote, and she remembers 
representatives from the local 
League of Women Voters coming 
to the school to hand out literature 
and give presentations about the 
great rite of democracy. 

“I remember being so 
impressed by this woman dressed 
in tweeds and so knowledgeable 
about all these things,” says 
Richter, who in June was elected, 
along with Diana Walsh, to share 
the presidency of the League of 
Women Voters of Andover/North 
Andover, receiving the torch from 
Maria Bartlett. 

Both are relative newcomers to 
the League: Richter moved with 
her family to Basswood Lane from 
Manhattan in 1994, and, remem- 
bering the woman in tweeds, she 
joined the League for the first time 
ever in 1995; Walsh, of Greybirch 
Road, has lived in town for many 
years, and joined in 1996 after fin- 
ishing a stint with Andona, anoth- 
er local civic organization. 

“I’ve always done volunteer 
work, whether recycling or work- 
ing with kids,” says Walsh. She 
joined the League in part because, 
“I wanted to turn my attention to 
national and local issues.” 

Walsh has no shortage of inspi- 
ration for that. League icon Vir- 
ginia Cole, who passed away last 
year, was president first in the 
1950s and again in the 1990s, held 
almost every elected office in 
town, and, following her death, 
had a social service award named 
after her and bestowed upon her. 
The roster of past League presi- 
dents, officers and directors reads 
like a who’s who of town and state 
officials past and present, and is 
filled with less prominent residents 
quietly but energetically doing 
their bit for the cause of civic edu- 
cation. Richter and Walsh continue 
the League’s tradition of progres- 
sive change by forming the first 
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Hail to the chiefs 


League co-presidency, coinciden- 
tally with the first co-presidency of 
the state League. 

“It’s a pragmatic issue more 
than a philosophical one,” says 
Richter of the change. 

“We're all so busy, I think that’s 
what it comes down to,” agrees 
Walsh, who, like Richter, does not 
work, but has three sons at home: 
Richter has two daughters. 

“T think the advantage is we can 
bounce ideas off each other,” says 
Walsh. These ideas will involve 
the dual and provocative mission 
of the League: nonpartisan voter 
education on the one hand, and, on 
the other, yearlong studies of 
prominent local issues followed by 
the adoption and advocacy of spe- 
cific positions. 

“I think the reason the League 
of Women Voters is held in such 
high regard is that it’s very deliber- 
ative and process-driven,” says 
Richter. “Even if a lot of us are 
passionate about an issue, we 
won't take action on it until we go 
through this process.” 

The process involves arriving at 
issue positions and action plans (to 
“beat the drum,” as Walsh says) 
through a consensus on as broad or 
narrow a position as necessary. 
The League will not take a posi- 
tion at all if there is no consensus. 
Despite its avowed nonpartisan 
stance, it is difficult for some to 
overlook that most national 
League positions - on issues from 
reproductive rights to education 
funding - line up pretty closely 
with traditional platforms of the 
Democratic party. (Although 
Bartlett has pointed out that not all 
national League positions, such as 
the one espousing free trade, are 
clearly Democratic. She also notes 
the League’s strong position in 
favor of fiscal responsibility.) But 
the line between positions and par- 
ties is clearly drawn, says Richter. 

“We only advocate for issues, 
not candidates or parties,” she 
says. That is why, a few years ago, 
when League member Jan Burk-

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holder was favored to take over the 
presidency, she bowed out when 
she decided to manage the state 
senate campaign of another former 
League president, Democrat Sue 
Tucker. But both are still on the 
local membership list. 

“Of course we all wear two 
hats,” says Richter. “We're individ- 
uals. I think we’re successful in 
maintaining impartiality as regards 
parties and candidates.” 

This, say Richter and Walsh, is 
what allows the League to hold 
candidate debates before town 
elections, and to publish a “War- 
rant in Plain English” in North

“I think we’re going to be 
watching the (Proposition 2 1/2) 
override and the Community 
Preservation Act, like everyone 
else,” says Walsh. These issues 
have prompted the current League 
Study of the town budgetary 
process. “We want to find out 
where the public can insert their 
opinion most effectively.” 

“In a sense,” adds Richter, con- 
tinuing the verbal tag-team, “when 
you get to Town Meeting it’s, as a 


practical matter, too late.” 

Other issues on tap include a 
Town Governance Study, expected 
to extend into 2002, and a zoning 
bylaw study (the League was a 
major advocate, early in the last 
century, of the formation of a town 
planning board). 

As co-presidents, Walsh and 
Richter foresee roles for them- 
selves as recruiters and organizers 
for the League. They would like to 
bulk up the 150-strong member- 
ship. 

“We want to inspire people, | 
guess that’s it,’ says Walsh. “We 
want to inspire them to learn more, 
to get out and vote, to get involved 
in the community. And if you 
don’t want to be active, you can be 
a member and just get the newslet- 
ter and get information. That's OK 
too.” 

“There’s a lot of independence 
on the part of the League,” says 
Richter. “They like to - what did 
Jinny used to say? - agitate. Ask 
the hard questions.”

homes to keep homes in scale with 
lot size.

people,” that’s a different story, she 
says. “There’s always that tension. 
But from the public forums we’ve 
had, people appear to be willing to 
put aside their personal gain.” 

Concord, another community 
with escalating real-estate prices, 
is also throwing up its hands 
regarding troubles with mansion- 
ization. “Most people will look at 
(a proposed zoning change) and 
say, “This is my land, I paid for it. 
I should be able to do with it what 
I want,” says Marcia Rasmussen, 
director of planning and land man- 
agement in Concord. “You have to 
build consensus, you have to edu- 
cate people,” she adds. 

Dave Hastings, chairman of 
Andover’s Housing Partnership 
Committee, agrees. He says resi- 
dents first need to come to grips 
with the necessity of boosting the 
town’s affordable housing stock. 
Only then will people support 
measures to promote the creation 
and preservation of new and exist- 
ing affordable homes — and, in 
turn, pass zoning changes at Town 


Meeting. 

Dealing with mansionization 
has also reached the attention of 
Andover’s selectmen, who put dis- 
cussing the issue on their list of 
goals for the current fiscal year. 
“There’s a school of thought that 
Says it’s people’s right to build 
what they want to build,” says 
Chairwoman Mary French. 
“There’s another body of thought 
that says, boy, this is really chang- 
ing the character of the town.” 

The Housing Partnership has 
developed a “tool box” of ideas to 
promote affordable housing in 
town, and within those 10 tools are 


the beginnings of a strategy for a - 


zoning amendment, Hastings adds. 
The Housing Partnership also 
plans to go on a “road show,” or 
hold public forums to educate res- 
idents about affordable housing 
issues this fall.

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Court: No deal on Jay Leno’s home

A Lawrence Housing Court 
judge found no proof Tuesday that 
Robert Sahajian of Johnston, R.I. 
ever had a verbal contract to buy 
Tonight Show host Jay Leno’s 
boyhood home. 

The judge denied Sahajian’s 
request to stop demolition of the 
house at 32 Clark’ Road, currently 
owned by Todd Wacome of Wyn- 
wood Associates. Sahajian told 
The Eagle Tribune he had a verbal 
agreement with Wacome to buy 
the 1952 gray Cape for $1 — an 
agreement he says he made when 
he heard the celebrity's home 
would be razed to make way for a 
million-dollar mansion. 

That verbal agreement did not 
stand up in court Tuesday. 

“The judge denied the plain- 
tiff’s request,” says Paul Burke, 
clerk magistrate. “He’s got no 
legal contract, no ownership right 
to the property.” 

Wacome says the decision did 


not come as a surprise. “(The ver- 
bal agreement) was totally made 
up. (Sahajian) knew that I wasn’t 
interested in dealing with him,” he 
says. 

Wacome says Sahajian 
approached him July 31 and pro- 
posed to take the house 
off Wacome’s hands. 
Wacome says he refused 
the offer. “It’s a great idea 
in general, but we’ve 
already explored that 
(option) a year ago (with 
another prospective 
mover),” he says. “It just 
wasn’t worth it.” 

Sahajian did not offer j 
any plan or funding with 
which he would move the

n Sept. 6, 20 students at 

Shawsheen School will 

enter the first section of all- 
day kindergarten offered in 
Andover. The main difference 
between the all-day K and the half- 
day K? It’s the program’s depth, not 
breadth, said Shawsheen Principal 
Brenda O’Brien. 

“We’re not looking to tuck more 
curriculum into the all-day kinder- 
garten,” said O’Brien, “but to pro- 
vide them more time to get 
involved with what we already 
have. The content of curriculum is 
no different than it is for the half- 
day sections.” 

That curriculum content is 
already ambitious: foundational 
skills in reading and language, 
math, science, social studies, tech-

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Apprenticing in Hollywood magic

S A 21-YEAR-OLD assistant editor in Holly- 
wood, Calif., Andover native Peggy Egh- 
balian is doing something that she has always 
wanted to do. Working beside editor Mark Helfrich, 
whom she considers her mentor, Eghbalian helps to 
create movie magic — shaping every- 
thing from karate to comedy scenes. 

“We get to help decide what goes in; 
the movies are made in the editing 
room,” she says.

Not only does she meet the stars from the sets she 
works on, but she also attends premieres, such as the 
Rush Hour 2 unveiling that took place at Mann’s Chi- 
nese Theater. She has met Nicholas Cage, because 
she worked on The Family Man, and has 
met the cast of Scary Movie, though she 
says she rarely gets starstruck.
